LoNDO^', Sopt, 12.— The Times will print 
this (lispatoh from Shanf;hai to-morrow : 
" Native advioos dated the 9th, from tho 
front, report continuoua long distanoe fight- 
ioR witboat decisive results. The floods 
have rendered tbe fords,^impasBabIe. The 
Chinese are in good odndiiloni ' finely dis- 
ciplined and well supplied with provisions. 
The Japanese are suffering serionsly from 
opMemicB." 

I'iie Morning Posts prints this dispEitch 
from Tokio : " A treaty of alliance between 
Japan and Korea was eiguod at Seoul August 
26i The first) clause says that the object of 
ttii/.tceaty ia to accomplish tbe independonca 
ot Korea and to promote the common in- 
terests of Korea and Japan by expellinc; the 
Chinese troops from tho peninsula. In tbo 
second clause Japan promises to operate 
against the Chinese force, both ofiViDsively 
and defensively and Korea pledges herself 
to aid her with provisions and other raeans. 
Tho third cUuso aaya that the treaty will be 
operative during the present Chineae- Japan- 
ese war." 

Washington, Sept. 12 — Mr. Kurino, 
Japanese Minister to the U. S , aaid be did 
not think the treaty could be called a atop 
toward a peaceful settlement with China, as 
China was tenacious on sentimental grounds 
of her claim of suzDrainty. China might, 
ho said, have put an end to the diflicultiea 
being aottled now, by coneont to some im- 
provementa in I^orean affairs. He did not 
admit that making peace with China 
could open tho way for a revival of 
Japan's old claim of suzerainty, which he 
said Japan had expressly relinquished, and 
would pub betBC^lf^ia as bad a position as 
Chin ' by renewiiig.' " Korea, under the 
inadequate government that China gives 
her," he said, " ia weak, and other govern- 
ments, suoh as Russia, are constantly threat- 
ening to come in and seize a portion of her 
territory and thns cause war in the East. 
A guarantee of ber autonomy will guard 
againqt this. . All the great powers will be 
interested together in proteoting her from 
oatside attack." 

SoABOHAi, Sept. 12.— Food and antmnni- 
tton are .aald to be ; 'apoUlDg\ all 'along the 
rente southward. Ae a retult food is be- 
coming very icaroe in the Chineae army in 
Korea. Tbe pretense of Chinese naval 
activity is absurd. Tbe Japanese are said 
to bo niaintaiaing such a strict blookade of 
tbo Korean coast that not even the smallest 
vessel v\n get through. Hundreds of 
Chinese soldiers are reported to have died 
of want and exposure, and much sickness 
is aaid to exist in the ranks. On the other 
hand the Japanese are much better pre- 
pared for active operations. 

Orders were sent from Peking over a 
month ago for all Chinese squadrons to con- 
centrate in the Gulf of Peubili- but these 
orders wore never carried out. Peremptory 
orders have now been given for three power- 
ful vessels of tbe southern squadron to join 
Admiral Ting'ii fleet in the north. When these 
reinforcements arrive, it ia asserted the 
Chinese fleet will commence operations in 
earnest against Japanese. No confidence, 
however, is felt in Admiral Ting's ability to 
hold even the Gulf of Fechili against the 
Japanese fleet. Consequently many stuamers 
belonging to Chinese firms are being trans- 
ferred to the British flag. 

Raising money for war purposes proceeds, 
and tho mandarins commanding provinces 
and districts are reported to be squeezing 
the unfortunate Chinese without mercy, 
Traders and others posseesing property are 
recoiviog particular attention from the mun- 
darins. Three metobants in Shantung who 
showed some hesitation' Bboat'ooBiplying 
with the oflBoial demands had their property 
confiscated. . 

London, .Sept. 12— A dispatch to the 
Times from Weihaitvei to-day says t&at a 
commission ' oomposed of foreigners, after 
examining tho inoidenteof the naval fight of 
July 26, declare that tbe Japanese were the 
aggressors. Tho Chinetie, the commiasion 
adds, were careful lo avoid an appeurauce 
of provocation ; but the Japanese waylaid 
tho Chinese, sulocting a good position. 
The Chineao senior chip caouped, making 
a running fight, while greatly damaging her 
pursuers. The remaining Chineae "ahip 
i.)nght until her aii/munitiou was exhausted 
and two of her guns had been destroyed. 
Tho sumo morning, it appears, the Jap- 
aneao arrived from Seoul and attacked the 
Chinese at Assau. Those operations were 
evidently well oonoertnd. Tho Chinese 
lleot, according to tho Times' dispatch, is 
now oollfctod at \\'ei.Hai-\Vei and in per- 
ftcc lighting trim. The Chin Yuen has been 
repaired, and is recruiting seamen frooly. 
An excellent esprit du corps oxista among 
tho Chinese sailors, and thoy aro waiting 
orders to enable them to assert tho eupro- 
maoy of China in Korean waters. 

Li Hucg Chang is reported to bo in dan- 
ger of losing his power throush intrigue and 
discontent at Peking at bis conduct of the 
war, Tbe sole responsibility rests on bim 
and for every disaster the Chinese 
land or sea farces may eustain 
he is hold accountable. The Niohi 
Nlchi recently aaid that Wong Jung Ho, 
Chang Sung and Li Hung Tsao, who were 
commissioned a few months since to watoh 
the action of tbe Vioeroy, are going 
to take aotive measures, .^.ong^ Jung 
Ho is said to be on bad ,. 'terms 
with tbe Viceroy and bis inflnenbe over 
the court of Peking is known to be con 
eidorable. Vioeroy Li Hung Chang under 
rated Japan, which ho regarded as incapu1)le 
of taking any decisive ateps. 



M'CARTHY'S REPUDIATION. 

The Irish National Party Did Not Issue a 
Circular Arpenllng for Aid. 

New Vork, Sept. 12.— Justin McCarthy, 
M.F., the Irish party leader, to-day sent 
from London tbe following cablegram, re- 
ferring to the oironlar said to have been 
issued appealing for aid to tbe Irish parlia- 
mentary fund and in renpoDse to which Mr. 
Gladstone subeoribed 8500 : 

"LoudoD, Sopt. 12 — Secretary's office, 
Irish Nation&l Federation, 26 Cooper 
Union, New York City : There is no 
truth in the statement that tbo Irish Na- 
tional party or committee, or members of 
tbe same, . sent a circular appealing for 
iioanoial aid to the members of the Liberal 
governmnnb or party." 

VATICAN AND QUIRINAL, 



Is a Becoiiciliation Between Them 
Possible iZ—Noffotiationa Have 
Already Begnn. 



Tbe "Standard" Tliinljs the Clerical 
Papers Have Sendered Becon- 
cillation Bemote. 



LoNDo.v, Sept. 12 — Under the caption of 
" Pons Poatifioia " the Pall Mall Gazette 
prints an article with the object of showing 
that Premier Criapt is rapidly approaching 
a reconciliation between the King and the 
Pope. Last Thursday, the article says, 
Sig. Crispi'a private seoretary had a long in- 
terview with Cardinal Bampolla, tbe former 
being the higbeat Italian o£Soial who has 
visited the Vatican einoe 1870. The visit, 
the Guzette says, began a series of nego- 
tiations, the results of which are shown 
in tbe Pope's prompt establishment 
of an apostolic prefecture in Masso- 
wah, immedi&telv following which King 
Humbert gave hla ^ assent to the office of 
patriarch of Venice, concerning which ap- 
pointment there has been a prolonged dis- 
agreement between the Vatican and Quiri- 
n&I. The most significant incident of all, 
however, is tho act of Sig, Crispi in going 
out of his way, in bis speeoh at Naples, to 
compliment Cardinal San Felice, arch- 
bishop of Naples, and to summon tbe 
oburoh and tho state to join their forces 
kgainab tho common enemy. The pre- 
aenoe o( Cardinal San Felice on the 
platform, says the Gazette, betokened tbe 
wllUngDesB of tbe Pope to oome to terms.

The present showing averages 
from six to eight inches, Mr. Gething is 
well aatiafied with it and it ia cheerful to 
hear he does not want to' aell.

J. A. Mara, M. P., of Kamloops, presi- 
dent of the C. & K. S. N. Co., was in Nelson 
this week. Aoked as to when the Nakusp & 
Hlocan railway would be in operation to 
Three Forks, Mr. Mara said he was in- 
formed that traoklaying was suspended be- 
cause of a lack of rails, but that enough ma- 
terial to finish the road was on route, and 
that the track would be at Three Forks 
within a month. 

The Eureka, Yosemito and Homestake 
claims, known as the Eureka group, the 
property of Neil and Bob Macdonald, of the 
Halfway house, and J. Diivid Moore and 
Jack McPheo, of Kaslo, are the cause of 
aome excitement to those interested in the 
mineral wealth of the Kaslo slope 
of Slocan district. Tho formation 
of tho country rook is trachyte, 
through which obtrusive dykes of serpen- 
tine occur.

Tho ore, judging from 
tho specimens exhibited at Nelson, is galena 
that will run upwards of 80 ounces in silver 
and 70 per cent. lead. ' The ledge ia traced 
for a mile, and four olaima have been staked 
on it in all.

To THK Editor :— It must have been dis- 
appointing to those who attended the Liberal 
meeting on Monday night expecting to hear,

Thia 
is a subject which the Liberal press in Man- 
itoba, Ino Northwest and Biitish Columbia 
have continually introduced into politics, 
eapocially when donounoing tho Canadian 
Pacific Railway Company, and asaorting 
that these so called extortionato ratea were 
countenanced by tho government, and that 
thii remedy is iu their hands, but that fear 
of tho political power wielded by that cor- 
poration prevented them from remedying 
the grievance. Wiiy did Mr. Laurier and 
his friends refrain from referring to so im- 
portant a matter ? Was it because ho and 
hia party, in crossing the continent, wore 
gueatB ^ the Canadian Faoific Railway Com- 
pany ?

" Mr. Laurier says be comes as a 'wooer' 
and though 'mormonism' and 'bigamy' 
are b >th contrary to natural and civil law, 
we are bound, in courtesy, to cxaimine into 
hia claims for consideration before rejecting 
his suit. Divested of its " vigorous ver- 
bosity " what did hia speech contain ? Any 
indication as to Immigration policy ?

THE OPPOSITION PLATFORM. 



The prooeedioga of the Opposition Con 
vontion that met in VaBOonver on Monday 
aeom to have been very tame indeed. There 
was certainly no enthnaiasm among its mem 
bera, and the baainess done, with a single 
exception, was of little general importance, 
The objict of the meeting evidently was to 
get rid of the reproach of having Mr. F. C. 
CofctOB as reputed leader of tho Oppoaitioo. 
'I'he membora of that party had clearly 
' come to the conolusion that the leadership 
of Mr. Cotton was an inoubuB which the 
organization was not strong enough to bear. 
They found that the time had nomo when 
its well-being imperatively demanded that 
the party should have a leader of fair 
character and good political standing. 
It was painful, no doubt, to require Mr. Cot 
ton to assist at his own deposition, bub the 
necessity which has no law demanded that be 
should be no longer even nominally the 
leader of the Opposition. 

Having chosen a new leader, there was 
really nothing else for the Convention to do. 
But it would never do to allow its members 
to return to their homes without having 
done something towards drawing up a plat- 
form. This business waa both delicate and 
difficult. As votes were nob immediately 
wanted, the GoaYeotion hadno use for any of 
the platforms on which they had been 
ele'oted. Its members, therefore, had no 
scrapie in setting them aside. Thoy had 
done the work tiiey were intended to do acd 
were, therefore, in their estimation, useless. It 
will perhaps bo edifying to compare the 
Opposition's two platforms— the One drawn 
up and extensively circulated before the 
general eleotion, and the other adopted by 
the membsra now that they aro safely in 
their seati. Many of our readers will, no 
doubt, remember the Union Hall plotform 
so rapturously endorsed by the Westmin- 
Bter Columbian, and nob repudiated by a 
single one ni tho members present at the 
ConYOntion. Horo it ia : 

Whereas, we recognir.o that life ia more 
saor'ed than property, legislation ip tho in- 
terest of the worlcer is a just demand ; 

While men and women are* snfiferin;; for 
want of the necessaries o{ life, or that tho 
present conditions provide lor a fair distrl' 
bution of wealth when suoh wfdeaproad 
poverty exists ; 

Knowing that all wcal'b ia produced from 
natural rcsouroes, wo believe it is impera- 
tive that labor should have free access to 
them ; 

As the present system of legislation soomB 
to make it easier for tho average logisUtor 
to make laws for tho benefit of some parti- 
cular class, we deem the odoption of tho 
initiative and referendum a present and 
pressing necessity ; 

We believe that legislation on those lines 
.baa t>een retarded by tho general lack of in- 
teresl," organizition and unity omong tho 
masses in asserting their rights ; 

We believe that legislation on tho lines of 
thb subjoined platform would tend to solve 
the unemployed problem, and at the same 
time maintarn tho cqailibrlam of every olass 
in the community ; deeming it a privilege to 
become united in a oommon cause, we adopt 
the fol!6wlng platform : 

1. -We demind for the producers and wage- 
iarners the full product of their labor. 

2. That population be the oiily basis of 
legislative representation. 

3. That all obstacles to free representation 
bo removed, and no property or flaanoial 
qualifioaticn whatever be required of candi- 
dates for any eleotion. 

4. Xhat all members of the Legislature 



be compelled to resign their seats at the re- 
quest ol a two-thirds majority of their con- 
Btitaents. ' 

5. That all oitizena, irrespeotive of sex, 
over the age of 21 years, be enfranchised, 
and that no other qualification be required 
for any election. Municipal, Provincial or 
Federal. 

6. That all eleotion days be, declared legal 
holidays. • ■ 

7. That the Icglslaiive syalem fannwn an 
th« initiative and referendum bu adopted. 

S. That tho poll tux ard pureunul prop 
nrty tux be abolished, and that all revenue 
for public purposes be derived by a tax on 
laud values. 

9 That the IVovlncial Ciovarnment pro- 
vide immadiale relief for the lineisiployed by 
opecing up and oporalioj^ coul and other 
min'"R, and by clearinR. cultivating and pro- 
ducing from tho Piovinciiil lands ninnj of 
tho nooesBarico of lifo now imported. 

10. That no eubndy of land or money be 
granted to any individual, company or cor- 
poration for ony purpose whatever. 

11. That all vaihvuya, waterways, telo- 
gnipha and telephone syatema bo made 
natiounl property, and that all water, light 
aod tramway services ba controlled by 
niunioipalitioB, and that no e.Kisting franchise 
be rej»wed. 

12. That all bunks ho nationalized, and 
th'it tho Govcrument issue and control the 
medium of oxchan|;o. 

13. That all education, eloniontary and 
advanced, with necessary books, be free. 

14. Thai eight hours shall conatituto a 
legal work day. ^ 

15. That the cnntraot system on public 
works ba abolished. 

10 That the importation of labor under 
oontratt be aboliuhcd. 

Compare the above vigorous and definite 
declaration cf principles and aims with tho 
following milk-and-water programme agreed 
to by the Opposition Convention : 

1. That the distribution of Parliamentary 
representation throughout the Province bo 
established and maintained on a uniformly 
equitable basis, giving a larger proportion 
of representation to the more thinly settled 
distriots, no distinction being mado between 
Island and Mainland. 

2. That the oeorecy of the billot shall bo 
absolutely secured in every instance and no 
means bu afTorded— by numbering of the 
ballot or otherwise - of usaeitBinlng how 
any vote has been recorded. 

3 That the iiaanoial and aeneral policy 
of Provincial GoyernmentB shall be closely 
sorutioised. ' ' , 

4. The ordinary expendttDre.frf '.tlie Prov- 
ince shall be so re'gulaced as bo avoid annual 
deScita. 

5. That all Provincial or ordinary ex- 
penditures shall be made solely under the 
sanction of the Legislative Assembly. 

6. That acy infringement of the coasti' 
tutional rights cf the people by tha Execu- 
tive Council shall be jealously guarded 
against. 

7. That candidates for election to the 
Legislative Assembly bo nob required to fur- 
nish' other qnaliBoations than that they are 
bona fide eleotots. 

8. That the landlawa shall prevent land 
monopoly, and ecoonreige a nnmeroas settle- 
ment of bona fide onltivating owners. 

9. That the agricultural and.ladusbrial 
reiouroes of the proYin'os shall be' developed 
by the making of trunk toads and traileand 
the building of bridges, and by other works 
necessary for such development, 

10. That the mining laws be reformed so 
as to develop the mineral zcBoarbes of the 
province and glYO eaeottra^emenb to pros- 
pectors. 

11. That no royalty be leYied on the tim- 
bsr coming off pre-emption claims of bona 

fide cultivating setbleru._ 

12. That periodical open meetings of elec- 
tors bo called and addressed by members 
of the Legislature and other speakers 
conversant with tho political affairs of the 
day. 

13. That during sessions of the Legisla 
ture full information shall be furnished by 
this Association to Local Committeea as to 
the progress of measures and all other mat- 
ters interesting to eleolora, 

14 That all elootioD days be declared 
legal holidays. 

15. That Provincial aid granted to rail- 
ways or other profit oarning undertakings, 
shall carry with it, as a general rule, corre- 
sponding valuable interest in euuh under 
takings. 

16. That the employment of alien labor 
on Provincial public works shall be prao 
tio&lly prohibited, and that every reason 
able LegialatiYe endeavor ba made to fur 
tber restrict the importation of ooolie con- 
tract labor. 

17. That no guarantee of interest or prin- 
cipal on the bonds of tha British Pacific 
Railway be given until approved by a ma- 
jority of the votes of the electors of tho 
Province. 

Tho greater number of tho planks of this 
new platform might be adopted by any 
party, of any province, no matter what its 
political complexion might be. There is 
nothing characteristic abont them. Some of 
them are vague general etatements that may 
mean anything, and others are, in a politi- 
cal sense, absolutely meaningless. To draw 
hp a definite political oreedfrom such a plat- 
form would be an impossibility, and it would 
be equally impossible to make it the basis of 
a distinob policyr. This ooUootion of^politioal 
platitudes was evidently drawn up to com- 
mit those who adopted it to as little as possi- 
ble. It would nob be dilEcult to cut 
the whole seventeen planks down to two or 
three that would have any political signifi- 



wonld be possible, to imagine, under ordi- 
nary circumstances. It aaya that 
the Provincial Government, without 
any outside aid, was going to provide 
fully for the sufiferera by "flood j therefore 
outside aid waa rejected." The Provincial 
Government never promised any suoh thing. 
What was rfpreaeutcd outside was that the 
Prrivinco ilauif wna ubUi to look after its 
own auU'iTera ; but tho Goveroment did not 
any time'promise to booomo almoner to the 
entire community, and provide fully for 
ovHrybody. The News Advertiser itself ad- 
mitted freely thatjauoh a proposal would be 
prepuQtorouj. 

Then the Government ia taken to taek for 
its suRgEslions as to a c mipreheneivo dyking 
scheme, which was proposed as the only 
true solution of tho problem presented 
by the Frasor valley. The Government 
the Columbiuu now aaya, bus failed to 
m»ko good its rcpreaentatlona in this mat- | 
tor, Moreover, it allcgca that it has it on 
good authority that ''un influential delega- 
tion from, the, i^raser.jV^allpy, .which waited 
on the Governnionfc recently to urge dyttiog 
muttorB, wHB curtly told by the Premier 
that, ua the district had gone Opposition, 
they could not expect any conaidoration 
from tho Government." 

Of course, not having been present at any 
such Interview, we cannot testify to what the 
Premier said or did, but we will venture to 
say that either tho Columbian or tho " good 
authority " which it quotoa, is guilty of tho 
groeaeat fabrication. But laying that aside, 
how is tho Government to undertake exten- 
sive works nob provided for in the estimates 
without the sanotion o{[ Parliament r l^o^ 
the Colnmbian imagine that a work which 
xmy coat a million dollars, moro or less, is 
to bo taken up and decided offhand at 
meeting ot the Executive Council, and the 
result made known for its special benefit. 
Whatever may be done in that matter must 
be the result of the most careful investiga 
tion and cansideration befSre any plan or 
recommendation can be submitted to the 
Legislature. It would be worse than foolish 
to rush into any acheme involving such 
large and important interests, and the 
Columbian would be tho first to raise its 
voice in condemnation of the. JOovernment, 
and yet it does nob scrapie to say that the 
Govorcmenb has failed to redeem its pro 
miaes in regard to this partioulor matter. 
There have been soma unauthorized 
newspaper announcementa about 
early session, which has given tho 
Opposition, organs .» ,t<|zt |pr,. saying 
that it was for the purpose of filling a 
" depleted treasury," and the Government 
ia roundly abused for thinking of such a 
thing. Assuming that there will bo an 
early session, we do not know that there 
could be any greater indication cf sincerity 
on tho part of the Government to carry out 
its pledges than that very proposal. If the 
Opposition is sincere in its pretensions to 
desire to assist the country at this time, it 
should encourage in every possibla way the 
efi'ort to consider the necessities of the 
CQuntry, in view of the unprecedented floods 
and other oisualties, at^ the earliest date 
praotioablei^ Even if "the' 6clnmblan were 
muoh more- dull-witted than it is, it should, 
nevertheless, see thab theGovernment cannot 
do anything not already provided for oonsti 
tutionally, without tho sanction of parlia 
moat, and that it is cnildish to talk about 
going ahead with public works whiob tiiere 
has yet been no opportunity to consider. 

One thing more it says; speaking of the 
eztensiott of the Naknsp & Slocm railway to 
New D over asked for by the people of the 
latter place, "it is darkly hinted by people 
who claim to know that the terminal real 
estate interests of Mr. DA^e and bis friends 
will not be benefited by the extension of 
the famous Nakusp k Slooan railway, by 
this short spur line tu New Denver." That 
is simply another of these moan insinuations 
made under the guise of "it is said" or "it is 
drakly hinted," or some other miserable sub 
terfugefordofuming the character of political 
opponents, which, when an opportunity pre 
■ents Itself , to be made good, such as was 
siFjr'ded last sumnier before the Boyal Com 
misaion, no one has the maulinoaa to become 
sponsor for them, and tho real authors alink 
out of sight. If our contemporary will 
think it over, it will ooaolude with us that it 
is not the Preinisr who is showing Ua teeth, 
but rather a oiowd of disappointed politi- 
cians of whom it is now the aooredited 
mouthpiece, and they are exhibiting ;aDy- 
tbiag but good taste in the display iof fangs.

" Whereas tho raw materials for tho mau- 
ufaclure o' iron and sluel have been ohowu 
to exist in abundance and under favorablo 
conditions for profitable manufacture in 
Vancouver liland ;

" And whereas Mr. J. P. Withrow has 
undertaken to organize a company in Lon- 
don with a capital stock of ?:),000,000 for 
tho purpose of eatibliahing and operating 
such a plant at some cunvonient point iu 
British Columbia ; 

"Ba it therefore resolved that if o 
company is organized witti a cipital of 
f.'!,()00,000, and at least half of such capital

Suva, Fiji, Aug. 24,-Six of tho ring- 
leaders in the late rebellion o{ the moun- 
taineers, who were bronght to Suva and 
tried for murder, were Rentenoed to death 
at the last criminal aeaaloDB. Ono of the 
oondomned ia a boy of ahout IG ; lio was a 
devil prioat, and one of tho prime faotors in 
the insurrection. Tho Executive Council 
Bubiequently commuted the sentences of 
three of the oondemned to twenty years' 
penal servitude and that of the boy to ten 
yeare, and oopficmad the sentence on tthe 
two eldest, wBo were szeotited on the 10th 
inst. ' 

B.M S. Rinf^dova arrived here oli the/4tb 
inat. from the Ellice group, ibrinKiDg the 
Resident Comoiitaioner, who went' there 
from Fiji nine muntha ago to start the gov- 
ernment work in thuc group. She also 
brought two patty chiefs wno have been the 
cause of a lot of fighting there. Shortly 
before the Ringdovo'e arrival there was a 
fight in which nine men wore killed. They 
will bo detained hero during Her Majealy'a 
ploaauro. 

Some months ago a Mr, A. J. Campbtll, 
then Collector of Custonm uni Poatmnster- 
General of Tonga, was ono morning forbid- 
den to enter his oUioe, and an audit of his 
accounts was made by a Mr. VVhitoombe, 
with the result that Mr, Ctwnpbell was aum- 
marily diamisaed and proaeouted before the 
Consul for embezzlement of postage stamps 
for a conaiderable sum. The auditor waa 
found to be incorrect in his report, and Mr. 
Campbell, who accounted aatiafaotoriLy for 
every penny, was acquitted. He has einoe 
instituted proceeding for criminal libel 
against Mr, Whitoombe, the auditor, and 
His Honor the Chief Juatico left iu H.M.S. 
Ringdove on the 14ch inat. for Tonga to try 
the case In the capacity of iTudicial Commis- 
sioner for the Western Pacifio. 

A meeting of the Legislative Council was 
held on the 8:h inat., at which an important 
ordinance waa brought in by tho Attorney 
General and paeaeid, entitled, " a bill to 
anthorize the reoeption and detention in the 
colony of Fiji of certain persons 
when brought there by Her Ma 
jeaty'a naval officers.'' It empowers 
C he Oovernor to receive and detain in the 
colony of Fiji, dntipg Her Majesty'ii plea 
sore, any person not being Her Majtaty's 
Bttbjaota or the tubjeots of any civilized 
power who have been taken prisoner an ' 
orousht to the colony by Her Majesty's 
naval officers on the ground of crimes, out 
rages or disorders committed by such per 
sons in places not being within Her M& 
jesty's dominions or the jurisdiction of any 
civilized power. Although applicable to 
whites, this ordinance has been framed 
with the idea of applying more par 
ticularly to aborigines, and legislates 
for their removal in the case of 
their oaaeing rebellions and disorder on 
nnannexed islunds in tho Pacific sucli aa the 
case referred to above of the potty chiefs 
b-ongbt here in tho Riogdove fron the 
EUlOb Group, and although it defines no 
limits to the powers of naval oUicers in its 
erecutlon ^he purpoae itservos is a very de 
sirable one, " w'" facilitate the suppros 
sion of island 'roubles, over which, up to 
the present, we hav^"" "° jurisdiction

ITALIAN POLITICAL PfilSONBES. 

"Onlda"' MalE«B a BItt«r Attack Upon tho- 
Government for lis Manuer of 
Treiitlut' Them. 

London, Sept. 12 — •' Ouida" (Louisa de 
la Ramec) tho well known novelist, has 
written a long letter to Truth making a vir- 
ulent attack npon Signer Crispi, the Italian 
Prime Minister, for his treatment of politi' 
oal prisoners. Tho letter deals chii fly with 
the case of Gaiaeppe de Felice GufTrida, who 
was recently sentenced to a long term of 
impriaonment for the part he cuok in the 
socialist troubles in Sicily. "Ouida" says 
that this prisoner is tho ono Signer Crispi 
most dreads, and therefore peraeoutos thu 
worst. He is confined in a cell, iho dimen- 
sions of which are three by fivo metres, in 
tho fortress at Volterne. Ha is doomed to 
three years' solitary conQnement, after 
which he will have to serve a score of years 
at hard labor, working in total ailenco. 
Ouida " thus describes Signor Criepi ; 
"Englishmen should abhor the actions, 
publio and private, of tho turn-coat, this 
red revolntionisb who has become an oppor- 
tunist, a reactionist. Crispi has tho supple- 
noaa, insincerity and cunning of an Italian 
lawyer. He has alao the harahneaa and 
paasion for persecution, vindictivcuesa and 
the overwhelming vanity of a politician who 
knows that he has foresworn every principle 
to which he was wedded and who bae 
climbed np by -the: oradnlity ot those he 
serves to the higheat position' in the state."

Brlnglnc In New Grain— Flour Tending 
Downwards— Bananas Scarce. 

Thoogh slow to move, business seems l;o 
have an lust nol a start, particularly this 
week. Theobangehas been noticeable inmost 
lines and its nteadiness makes the outlook 
promising^ Farmers are finding a market 
for their new grain and have recently 
brought into the city considerable oats, for 
which they receive good prices, the retail 
figures bfiog tjiven below./; The values of 
Qaor, however, as herenndisr •quoted, are a 
little high as wholesale quotations have a 
downward teodenoy. . The Lion brand— the 
home prodnot— Is ,!n .exoelleut - demand, 
which is attributable to'^ita bheapness and 
good quality. Ground feed has also f illen 
S5 per ton. Meal ia reported as steady. 
Bacon has gone up a little and lard Is on 
tho scarce list. Eggs are becoming leas 
plentiful, but prices are as yet unchanged. 
8oaaonable g»me ia by no means an over 
supply, and that which is for sale is com- 
manding big priooa. As regards fruits, the 
moet that can be said ia reapeuting tho 
banana trade, which has considerably fallen 
oil. A very small shipment was brought by 
the last Auotralian steamer, a loading ship- 
per at Honolulu claiming that thero is not 
enough profit in tho buaincaa to make it 
profitable. Ho theroforo refuaed to fill 
cirdera. The reaaon of this may probably bo 
found in the fact that other exporters 
(namely Italians) are forwarding the fruit 
to business men of their own natunality in 
Tlotoria and elsewhere.

An Advanced Quiikcr to lie Put on Trial Tor 
His Alleged Subnilsuioii to Baptism. 

IKDIAKAFOUS, Sept, 12. — The Qasker 
ohurbh of America promises to have a heresy 

trial. Dr. Dougan Clark, proffssor in the 
theological school in Earlhim CoUcpe, it waa 
rooonlly learned, was baptised vlih ton 
other advanced Quakers at the yearly meet- 
ing in Damascus during tho last summer.

A By-Law to Enable tho Corporation of 
tho City of Victoria to raise tho sum 
of .8150,000 for Water Works Pur- 
poaos. 

Whereas it is expedient and nccosaary to 
raise a sum of money for f xtondinK and im- 
proving tho supply of water of (ho water worka 
ot tho City of Victoria to the inhabitants 
thereof, and for that puipoao to raise by way 
of loan upon tlio credit of tho said city tho auin 
of §150.000; 

And whereas it will require tho Bum of 
S7,(.31 tobe tatsed anniially.by rate fur tbo pay- 
ment ef the new dobtand Interest; 

And vhircaa the whole ratable land and 
improveinents or real properly ot tho said cor 
poration o( the City cf Victoria, aoooTdlng to 
tho last reviwid assessment rell for the year 
18fll,is815,i.'59.370.C0; 

And whorcaa it will require an annual rate 
of ono half of one mill in tho doilar for paying 
such now debt and inturcst; 

And whorcaa this 13y-law shall not be altered 
or repealed except with the consent cf tho 
Iiieutenant-Qovemoi-ln Council. 

Be It therefore enacted by tho Mnniclpal 
Council of tho corporation of tho City of Vic- 
toria, as follows : 

Soo. 1. It ahall bo lawful for tho Mayor ot tho 
corporation of tho City ot Victoria to borrow 
upon tho credit ot the said Corporation by way 
ot the debentures hereinafter mentioned from

CmCAifO, Sept. 12 — Ojunsol for the gov- 
ernment in tho A.R.U. contempt oases, re- 
ceived a decided surprise to day when the 
witnesaea from whom they expected to elicit 
tsBilmony damaging to the defendanta flitly 
refused to answer any questions in regard 
to their connection with the Union, and 
were auataincd in their action by Judge 
W'oods. Tho witnesses were. James Hogan, 
one of the respondents, and IiVP< Bene'diot, 
private secretary - to ; Deba. . By Hogan 
a>nd ' Banedisfe . the goverhtnent expected 
to prove that Debs and, other oiE- 
cers of the ' tjnion '.were' responsible 
for the telegrams aent out after the isauing 
of the VVooda-Groaoup injanotton of July 2. 
The government counsel will have a obanoe 
to further argue' the question to-morrow 
morning. A few telegrama were traced 
directly to Deba and tbren or four to other 
directors of the A. R U. The government 
haa noiv about finished its oiso, only two or 
three witneaaea remaining to bo oiUed. The 
Sinta Fo Railwoy Company will have a few 
witneaaea before the respondents begin pro- 
Bonbing their caao. 

H. U. Sheppord, a publisher, testified thot 
tho Union had boycotted him for printing 
tho R'lilway Times," tho paper being die- 
continued in Auguat. In oroba examination. 
Attorney lOrwin created a aonaatiou by ask- 
ing the witness if he bad ever printed a set 
of hooka for the Railway Managers' Aeaocia- 
tion, said books being designed to effect an 
equalizition of wages among the employes 
ot railways in the United States ab a lower 
average than now exiata. Aasiataiit District 
Attorney Milohriat objected to the question 
on the ground that it waa not crosS' examin- 
ation, and waa Buataiued by Judge Woods, 
who said tho witness could bo recalled by 
the defense when its caao was being pro- 
sented. The books referred to, are those 
which Vice President Howord, of the A. R. 
U. , awore were in exi3tenc3 whqn be was a 
witneaa before tbo Nationol Labor Com- 
miasion. Howard also alleged that tho 
booka were used for blacklisting purposes. 

The government oCferod copiea of the 
Railway Tinjca und part of tbo tranecript of 
Dobs' testimony before the labor conimis- 
eion. Parts of the A. R. U. constitution 
were also proeontod in evidence by the gov- 
ernment in connection with an editorial in 
the Railway Times oh the.PallmMi boycott. 

Frank Andrews, a reporter for a Chiciigo 
newspaper, testified that on July 4 Debs 
told him in an interview that he was not 
afraid of any court or injunction, aa he had 
committed no wrong and that the union 
would continue to fight the railroada on the 
same Hues aa before tho Wooda.Grosaoup in. 
junction was iseucd, 

\V. IC. McKay, a reporter for the Chicago 
Mail, told of an interview with lieliber, 
Debs, Hogan and the other rospocdonla. He 
hoard W. E Burns, one of the defendanta, 
on July Buy that the A. R. U. would 
aimply laugh at tbo injunction. 

WITHIN THE (JlRULE. 

News from tbe Far North— Kcinotest Periodi- 
cal from ClvlUzallon. 

Purser J. Moore, of the steamer Charmer, 
has just received a letter from his brother 
W. D. Moore. The letter bears the date of 
May 23, and was written from Arctic City, 
Koukuk river. Mr. Moore states that he 
has sold out hia business and wit^h three 
others purchased a placer cUim. This was 
paying §10 to §15 per day to tho man by the 
use of rockers. Tbe new owners, however, 
purpose to lay on eutBcient wator to sluice 
by which method they hope to 
recover from $20 to §50 per day to the 
man. Tbo claim has been proapeotcd well 
and containa enough gravel to keep the 
owners busy for four years to come. Mr. 
Moore would not advise men to como to that 
section as they would be oompslled to proa- 
pecc for any opening. The river at the t me 
of writing was juat getting olear^ of ice and 
during the previoua winter the thermometer 
registerfd 72 degreea below zero with five 
feet of snow. The place ia well within the 
Arctic circle. 

With tho letter were Boat Nos. 1 and 2 of 
the Yukon Freaa published at Fort Adams, 
Alaska. Number one ia dated January 1, 
1894, Tho firet number containa a aulutu- 
CDry at once unique and touching. The fol- 
lowing extracts aro illuatrativo : — 

"Tho Yukon Press — Tho reniotosi; peri- 
odical from civilizition — ia launched upon 
the public." 

" Tho object of thia publication ia to pro- 
mote man's religious, moral and mental 
faculties and to develop tho great resources 
of the valley. First of all the religious ond 
moral itoms and cullings will havo a humble 
place botweon its covers, in hopes that they 
may be food to nurture tho higher aapira- 
tioDS of thoae who with ruddy health or 
haggard form toil ' in the fierce race^ior 
wealth.' 

" With these few remarks, we humbly 
present the paper in its present form, hoping 
tho time will come when wo shall be able to 
extend its size aa well as tho number of 
issues, which ia limited to two for tho en 
suing year, on account of tho lack of com- 
munication between thu vuriona pointa in 
the Yukon valley," 

The paper containa some intorealing min 
ing newa, a summary of which will be given 
to-morrow.
